Announcing the shift, Club Secretary George C. Donohue 
last night cited widespread reports the price of gasoline is to 
rise soon and stated the whole question of gasoline shortage was

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Army Extension Courses 
Suspended in Emergency 


Army extension courses, which 
are one of the means by which 
members of the Officers Reserve 
Corps maintain their status and 
qualify for promotion, have been | 
suspended during the period of 
the present emergency for prac­ 
tically all officers who are on ex­ 
tended active duty, the War De­ 
partment announced today. 
The extension courses, which are 
part of the army’s 
educational 
system, 
provide 
theoretical and 
practical instruction in military 
subjects. They supplement actual 
military experience gained by ac­ 
tive duty in the field. 
Although designed particularly 
for instruction of reserve officers, 
the courses are also taken by 
many officers of the regular army 
and the National Guard. In the 
past 
they have also been pre­ 
scribed for graduates of the Citi­ 
zens Military Training Camps as 
a qualification for a commission 
as second lieutenant. 
Completion of extension courses 
entitle reserve officers to certifi­ 
cates of capacity for promotion to 
their next higher rank. Under the 
new policy a certificate of capacity- 
wili be granted to all reserve offi­ 
cers who complete one year of 
extended active duty. This duty 


need not be continuous. Lieutenants 
and captains must have a m ini-1 
mum efficiency rating of '‘very 
satisfactory’ 
and 
m ajors 
and 
lieutenant colonels m ust be rated i 
"excellent’’ to be eligible for a 
certificate. 
Officers who believe them selves' 
qualified for a certificate of capac­ 
ity under this new policy may i 
apply for it through their im m ed-! 
iate 
superiors, 
who 
w ill 
m ake} 
recommendations in each case to 
the Corps Area or department 
commanders who issue the certifi­ 
cates. The applications for certifi­ 
cates must be supported by effi­ 
ciency reports. 
Officers are required to serve a 
stated number of years in each J 
grade before they m ay be pro­ 
moted. Reserve officers enrolled in 
extension schools, who w ill meet 
this statutory requirement within 
the year of their extended active 
duty may, if they desire, finish 
I their extension courses and qualify 
for a certificate of capacity in that 
way. 
Reserve officers who have served 
on 
extended 
active 
duty 
since 
January I, 1940. 
or 
who 
are 
ordered to such duty after August 
15. 1941, may enroll for courses 


I in which they are interested as a 
means of increasing their military 
knowledge. However, they will re­ 
ceive no credit for such work un­ 
less their time in grade is com- 
i pleted during their extended active 
I duty.

Here s how the Coast 
Guard’s 
new branch came into being: 
It 
dates back to June, 
1939, 
when 
Congress created the Coast Guard 
Reserve, a 
voluntary, 
non-mili­ 
tary organization 
of 
p r i v a t e 
yachtsmen 
belonging 
to 
units, 
called flotillas, of at least IO boats. 
But in February of this year 
the Coast 
Guard 
Reserve 
and 
Auxiliary 
act 
transferred 
all 
members of the former Reserve 
to the Coast Guard Auxiliary and 
also set up 
a 
militarized 
unit, 
known as the Coast Guard 
Re­ 
serve, which is similar to the re­ 
serve branches of other services. 
No Military Regulations 
Members of the Auxiliary are 
subject to no military regulations,! 
merely belong to a local flotilla 
of IO or more boats and take in­ 
structions designed 
to 
promote 
(a) cooperation with 
the 
Coast 
Guard, (b) interest in safety at 
sea and upon navigable waters, 
(c) better understanding 
of the 
rules and laws of navigation and 
operation of vessels. 
Under the act 
of 
Temporary 
Reserve also came into being. It’s 
into this branch that 
volunteer 
boats 
and 
crews 
are 
placed. 
Volunteers must be members of 
the auxiliary—but if 
non-mem­ 
bers come in and offer their boats, 
it s a fairly simple matter to get 
them into the auxiliary 
so 
that 
they and their boats may be 
ac­ 
cepted as Temporary Reservists. 
During 
the 
period 
of 
service 
they are actual Cqast Guardsmen. 
Vessels of about 30 
feet 
are 
used for boarding daty. 
Every 
private boat in the 
New 
York 
district must be boarded and in­ 
spected twice 
a 
year 
and 
the 
smaller boats are assigned to this 
job. 
Larger boats, 40 
feet 
and 
over, are used in open wrater for 
inspection patrol and rescue work.

Asks Wood-Fired Flivvers 
To Meet the Gas Shortage 


Salisbury, Md., <2P>.—"A gallon of chips and check my fire,” 
may be the m otorists’ answer to the Atlantic seaboard gasoline 
shortage. 
Luther Sehnur, head of the Maryland eastern shore experi­ 
mental forest station, advocates use of wood for automotive 
fuel. 
Schnur claims the automotive industry could produce within 
60 days the necessary carburetor and gas generating units for 
conversion from gasoline to wood gas at low cost to operators, 
as has been done in Europe. 
"Wood chips can be produced very rapidly from sawmill and 
basket veneer waste and, within 30 to 60 days, large quantities 
of waste m aterial can be cut in forest sand improvement work 
and dried sufficiently for such use,” he asserts. 
"Wood for this purpose is plentiful. On the Delm arva penin­ 
sula alone, 100,000 cords of wood could be thinned from the 
pine thickets each year, and it would leave the young forest* in 
better growing condition.” 
Schnur said that 350 to 420 pounds of wood, or half that 
amount of charcoal, would be consumed by a 10-ton truck, fully 
loaded, in IOO miles of travel.
